He 
strongly recommended that proper 
subsoil drainage . be provided for, 
saying that most cases of cracks in 
cement pools are caused by moisture 
in the earth under the pool. 

After .the talk, the meeting was 
thrown open for a question period 
and a great many questions were 
answered.

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Farm Machinery in Evolution 

Each year, at roughly the same time, all the 
makers of automobiles bring out new models. Minor 
and major changes alike are extensively advertised. 
In the hope that motorists will decide arter one 
season that their cars are pretty well out of date and 
they'd better get aboard the band wagon. And mil- 
lions of motorists do just that. 

The situation is different in the case of tractors 
and other modern farm machinery* The farmer 
buys these tools on a basis of need and utility — not 
because of the attractions of chrome trim and sleek 
lines. But, like the automobile, farm equipment is 
also in a steady process of evolution and improve- 
ment. 

Thirty-odd years ago, for instance, about the 
sole mechanical power available to farmers were big, 
ungainly tractors, suitable only for field crop oper- 
ations on the largest acreages. Now there is power 
equipment available for practically every agricul- 
tural job, including the most specialized. The im- 
provements and the innovations are a testimonial to 
■the vigor and progressive spirit of our competitive 
farm equipment industry. It is a common practice, 
incidentally, for the industry to consult with farmers 
on new ideas, and to test them under practical farm- 
ing conditions. 

All this has a great, bearing on the value the 
farmer gets from his machinery dollar. The cost of 
equipment has naturally risen as wages and taxes 
and prices in general have risen. But the machines 
do more work in less time and with less labor. They 
require less maintenance and upkeep, If properly 
cared for. They arc safer to use. When everything 
is added up, the farmer receives more for his money 
than ever before. 

* * * 

Higher Prices and Less Employment 

Various proposals have been made for increas- 
ing the federal minimum wage. That of the Admin- 
istration would raise the minimum from the present 
75-cent-an-hour level to 90 cents. Another would 
boost it to $1.25. And, along with this, a drive is on 
to extend the wage to certain kinds of enterprises, of 
which, retailing is one, which are now exempt. 

These may seem like reasonable and humanitar- 
ian plans— on first glance. But there are serious dan- 
gers involved, affecting consumers, business, and 
workers themselves. To take an . example, if the 
wage were raised to 90 cents, which is the lowest 
figure proposed, the cost to major retail operations 
might be increased by as much as six cents for each 
dollar of sales. That is more than the entire net 
profit earned by most retailers. 

How could this new and artificially-applied ex- 
pense be handled? Some of it, no doubt would be 
passed on to the consumer in the form of higher 
. prices. But retail competition is exceedingly stiff 
today, and so it is inevitable that every effort would 
be made to affect operating economies — such as more 



self-service — which would reduce the employment 
rolls. So, many marginal workers, Instead of receiv 
ing a new and higher minimum, would have no jobs 
and would receive no wage at all. And they would 
not be able to obtain the skills and experience needed 
to qualify them for better-paid tasks. 

Thus, these wage proposals threaten higher 
prices, decreased employment, or i>oth. Nobody 
really benefits when that happens,

Price Is Not the Only Arbiter 

At recent Labor Department hearings, John L. 
Lewis charged that the TVA is paying "intolerable 
and unjustified prices -for coal." He added that it has 
used its powerful influence to force wages in non- 
union mines down to extremely low levels. Mr. 
Lewis, along with representatives of the union mines, 
which account for most of our soft cool producing 
capacity, also contended that for the government to 
purchase coal purely on the basis of the lowest price 
offered is unfair to union miners as well as to the 
industry. " 

There can be differences of opinion as to how 
this situation should be remedied. But certainly it Is 
unwise and destructive for government or any other 
purchaser to buy commodities at prices which under- 
mine the seller's economic structure, and which force 
him to pay wages below the generally accepted 
figure. And when the seller in question is so basic 
and vital an industry as coal, the problem becomes 
grave and far-reaching indeed. 

A government agency has a duty to the tax- 
payers to buy what it needs at fair and reasonable 
prices — just as an industry owes that same responsi- 
bility to its stockholders. Every safeguard should 
be established to see that government does not pay 
excessive prices. But price can never be the sole 
arbiter of the wisdom of purchase. Unless that price 
is sufficient to meet the going wage standards, and to 
rcturiwthc seller at least a little profit, it is unsound. 
The future welfare of the country is infinitely more 
important than a dubious "bargain" obtained today.

"Opposition to .the $60,000 bond 
issue of School DIst. No. 35 to be 
voted on April D, was voiced today 
by the Lake County Civic League. 
The purpose of ,the bond issue to 
add an all purpose room and im- 
prove sanitary and drainage facili- 
ties. James A. Rust, Executive Se- 
cretary of the league stated that the 
league's no vote recommendation 
was based on the fact that the Chan- 
nel Lake- school board had entered 
into a negotiated sale of their bonds 
at 314 per cent' This procedure 
does not assure the taxpayer of the 
best possible interest rate on "their 



bonds. The league,' Rust comment- 
ed, 'is recommending a no vote,' 
This 1* consistent -with our policy of 
opposing negotiated bond sales. 

"To sell bands in this manner is 
not In line with good public policy 
in handling public funds and the 
only way the contract with the bond 
house can be broken Is for he voters 
to defeat the proposition at the polls 
April 9. Then the issue can be re- 
offered to the voters without the ob- 
jectionable bond contract end open 
to competitive sale of bonds after a 
referendum. This is the only way 
the school board can be sure that 
they have received the lowest possi- 
ble Interest cost.' 

" 'Interest on bonds,' Rust con- 
cluded, 'Is one good" -way to save 
money for our schools without Jeo- 
pardizing the educational function.' 
Defeat of this bond issue would en- 
able the school board of DIst. 35 to 
proceed with another proposition 
that would fully protect taxpayers 
against excessive Interest costs,"

We hope that our neighbors in An- 
tioch will help us in the toll road 
fight. Write your elected represen- 
tatives in the General Assembly to 
investigate the Toll Road Commis- 
sion, review the toll road law,' and 
not grant further funds to this 'Com- 
mission until they are satisfied with 
the program. 

As member of a fact finding study 
group since November when it was 
announced that a toll road was 
planned near Northbrook, Decrfield 
and- Lake Forest, and Liberty ville, 
we have turned up the following in- 
formation to substantiate the need 
for such an investigation: 

Prospective toll road bond buyers 
were handed a brochure by <the Toll 
Commission in February, 1955, 
which* stated: "Particular attention 
was paid to determine which sec- 
tion of the primary network could 
be improved to expressway stand- 
ards at reasonable cost, and which 
could better be supplemented by 
toll highways." We know that en- 
gineering surveys had been com- 
pleted for the improvement of Sko- 
kie Highway as a freeway as an ex- 
tension from Edens Expressway to 
the Wisconsin line, and we were 
told that the Bureau of Public 
roads was "one the verge" of grant- 
ing approval for federal aid. But 
— all these plans were discontinued 
one month after the Toll Commis- 
sion was appointed in October, 1953. 
Evan Howell, Chairman, Toll 
Commission is also listed as Presi- 
dent of the National Turnpike As- 
sociation which he organized in Feb- 
ruary, 1954. In the United States 
District Court, in January, 1955, 
he stated thai he had invited in- 
vestment bankers, contractors, and 
material men to join this organiza- 
tion. 

Mr. Howell is chairman of a pub- 
lic agency, the Illinois Toll Road 
Commission. As a public servant, 
is it proper for him also to serve as 
president of a group with whom 
the public agency might do busi- 
ness? We the public, are entitled 
to know more about this National 
Turnpike association, its member- 
ship, purpose, activities, and finan- 
cial arrangement. 

Please contact immediately your 
representatives, A. B. McConnell, 
and W. J. Murphy, State Capitol, 
Springfield, and tell them you wish 
them to vote "YES"— on House Res- 
olution 19— to investigate the Toll 
Commission and Toll Road law. 
Also write your Slate Senator Rob- 
ert McClory and tell him you wish 
him to support similar action in the 
Senate.
